Allied intelligence assumed—on 
what evidence I do not know— 
that the Germans were so hard 
pressed they would not be able to 
bring reinforcements of more than 
two divisions from Northern Italy 
until at least 16 days after the 
Anzio landings.” 

Instead. he said, the Germans 
had anticipated such a landing and 
had prepared a flexible and am- 
bitious program to meet it, so that 
“in a few days’ time there were 
70.000 crack troops assembled for 
the purpose of containing our in- 
Vasion.” 

The landings the General said, 
were aimed at weakening German 
resistance on the U. S. Fifth 
Army’s main front at Casino, but

Reassessing Property in Virginia 


(Editor’s Note: M. L. St. John is on vacation. 


The following article, by the State Capitol Corre- 


spondent of the Louisville Courier-Journal, is reprinted here because many persons believe Geor- 
gia needs an over-all tax assessment revision such as he describes.) “ 


Prior to 1946, general property assessment in Virginia was as bad as, if not worse than the 
present situation in Kentucky. Forty of the 100 counties had not been reassessed for more than 25 
years. The ratio of assessed value to full value ranged from 4/10 of 1 percent to 250 percent. Thou- 


sands of parcels were not on the tax rolls. 
The 1946 General Assembly of Virginia or- 
dered a four-year plan of reassessment. It di- 
vided the counties in four population groups. It 
ordered the most populous group to reassess in 
1947, the next in 1948, the next in 1949, and the 
last in 1950. But the smallest counties could 
reassess ahead of schedule if they wanted to. 
For 50 years or more, Virginia counties had been 
assessed by the flim-flam method, or the nail- 
«deg method. 
™  ODr. Joha H. Russell, before his death May 14, 
= was director of research for the Virginia Depart- 
@ament of Taxation, and to him belongs credit for 
the plan that is working today. It was Dr. Rus- 
sell who exposed details of the flim-flam and nail- 
keg methods of assessments. 


Flim-flam assessment, Dr. Russell discov- 
ered, was the process by which assessors 
from each magisterial district met at the 
courthouse some rainy day and copied last 
year’s land bock inte this year’s land book, 
thereby perpetuating in ink the inequalities 
they were supposed to erase... 


But naii-keg assessment, Dr. Russell con- 
tinued, was the process by which the local as- 
sessor took the land book to a country store in 
his district. seated himself upon a nail keg, and 
asked each loafer present to declare the value of 
his own property, and to guess at the value of 
his neighbor’s property. 

But what is the Virginia plan that is working 
today? It is the essence of simplicity. 

The 1946 Assembly gave the Department of 
Taxation $10,000 a year to recruit and train a 
staff of property appraisers. Fred C. Forberg, 
supervisor of appraisals, told me he interviewed 
500 men before he selected the 38 he wanted. 
The youngest is 24, the oldest is 56, and the gen- 
eral average lies between 30 to 36 years of age. 
Three out of four are college men, and each man 
was familiar with at least one phase of general 
property. 

The men got one week of paper training at 
Richmond. Then they were asked to appraise 
150 parcels of selected property in Richmond, 
ranging from a tenant house to a large factory. 
Next, they were sent to Dinwiddie County for 
three days of field work under Jim Rose, an old- 
time real estate man with most of the answers. 
The training was topped off by the month of 
work under a senior appraiser already in the 
field. 

The State iends these appraisers to counties 
that request them, and the counties pay them 
from $340 to $400 a month, plus travel. To date, 
only seven counties have refused this assistance, 
but to offset this somewhat, four counties sent 
their own men to Richmond to take the training 
“course. 


How do these State appraisers work? In 
company with the local assessor, they visit 
parcel of property in the county. They 


an aerial photograph of the section, and 
forms for the entry of detailed property de- 
scriptions. Standing on the property, they 
appraise it at 100 percent, based on values 
prevailing 12 months before Pearl Harbor. 
And, with the help of the owner, they mark 
his boundary lines on the aerial photograph. 


When the State appraisers get through, they 
deliver to the local assessor a complete appraisal 
of the entire county at 100 percent of 1940-41 
value. Then the appraisers go to the next county 
on their schedule. 

And what is left for the local assessors to do 
after the State men leave? First, they hear ap- 
peals. Then county officials determine how much 
of the 100 percent value they need to produce 
enough revenue to balance their budget. Maybe 
60 percent is all they need. In that case, they 
apply a county-wide ratio of 60 percent to the 
full-value appraisal, then apply the local tax 
rates against the reduced figure. Thus every 
man’s property is assessed at the same value, 
reduced to the same value, and taxed at the 
same value. 


Virginia is better than half through the four. 
year program. The job is costing each county 
around $13,000, on the average. The first half 
of the plan has produced a 28 percent improve- 
ment in assessment, and added thousands of un- 
listed parcels to the tax rolls. 


But, above all, nobody is mad. On the con- 
trary, C. H. Morrissett, the Commissioner of Tax- 
ation, told me the voluntary plan of State-county 
co-operation is working to the pleasant satisfac- 
tion of both sides.

A Guy Gets 
Out of the Bottle 


Within a few days I am going to be on a pro- 

gram of the Alcoholics Anonymous chapter with 

a very small guy who got pretty close to drop- 
ping off the edge of the world. 

He had been in the bottle, as they say, for a good many years. 
He was a religious person; but religion couldn't help him. Neither 
could his family. Nor could his friends. They all talked with him 
and made him see very plainly that he was very close to losing his 
job, his family, his life. He knew all that. 


But, in this battle with booze, the decision has got to come from 
the inside. After that the help of family and iridnde can do wae 
good. Until the person involved, deeply and earnestly wants to quit, 
heither religion nor love can help. Nor can “cures” in institutions 
unless they, too, are accompanied by the will to quit and psychiatry. 


Now, he is out of the bottle and a happier, prouder fellow you 
never saw. He has done something big. , " 


Alcoholics, once they get out of the bottle, are almost invariably 
fine persons. They are happy, tolerant, and filled with a sort of 
ee zeal to stay out of the bottle and help someone else out 
of it. 


One of the most encouraging features of the problem 
Problem of alcohol is the »ttention being paid it. More and 
more persons realize that “thou shalt not” is not an answer. 


‘More and more study, of a scientific nature, is being devoted to 


it. A great deal has been learned. Just as some persons can’t eat 


strawberries without getting sick; just as others can’t be around 
dogs without breaking out into great red blotches and becoming 
sick; just as some children can’t eat chocolate or wheat bread, 
just so, alcoholics can’t drink. 


Answer One of the toughest, but simplest, things for a person 
trying to quit, is to realize there is nothing more wrong 
with saying “Thanks, I can’t drink because I am ‘an alcoholic,” 
than there is in saying “Thank you, I can’t eat green peas. I am 
allergic to them.” Just as a diabetic can’t take sugar, so an alco- 
holic can’t take a drink. It’s that simple. An alcoholic just can’t 
take one. 
There are various forms of alcoholism. It ranges from three- 
day binges to the habit of taking a few sips every day. Or nearly 


every day. 

“Why?” We are realizing that there usually is a reason why 
people drink. The alcoholic doesn’t have fun. His, 

or her drinking is misery. 

Right now I know a guy who is in the bottle because he thinks 
people don’t regard him as an important person. He had a fine 
war record, but still, he drinks to feel like a big shot. I know a 
woman who drinks because she is in the top social bracket and 
doesn’t feel quite secure there and booze gives her confidence. 
She is about to crach up. I know a newspaperman who has been 
in the bottle for years, despite the fact he is one of the best, be- 


cause he thinks he has failed as a newspaperman. 

Study There IS a very good article about heavy social drinkers 
in the September Woman’s Home Companion. It is by 

a psychiatrist, Dr. Robert U. Seliger, of Johns Hopkins. In an ar- 

ticle discussing, unfortunately, chiefly men, he writes: 

a am not speaking now about moderate social drinkers—or of 
alcoholics. There are approximately 50,000,000 people in this 
country who drink regularly or occasionally without letting alcohol 
interfere with their lives. They belong to the great group who can 
stop drinking any time they wish to. And there are more than 
750,000 confirmed alcoholics—sick people unable to stop drinking 
at will and who cannot handle alcohol in any form but who are 
handled by it. Most husbands whose drinking becomes a serious 
problem belong to neither of these categories. 


“TAvould speak instead of the large middle group of more than 
3,000,000 people who are best described as heavy social drinkers. 
The members of this group regularly drink more than is good for 
them. Yet they are able to carry on their work and home life 
without being completely dominated by alcohol. Most of them 
usually feel they can take alcohol or leave it alone—but they con- 


tinue to drink heavily. Because of their greater numbers, it is my | 
firm opinion that as a group they cause more domestic tragedy 


than the actual alcoholics. 
“There are just three reasons why men (and women) become 
heavy social drinkers: 


“1. Some are suffering from incipient alcoholism, which must | 
be considered as a symptom of some underlying illness of the per- | 
sonality. They need medical and psychiatric examination and treat- | 


ment. 
“2. Some are victims of occupational pressures, or unaware that 
alcoholism may result from years of habit-drinking or from 


changes in the body or the strains of life such as grief and bereave- | 


ment. 

“2. Some—and this is the largest group—suffer from dishar- 
monies in the personality which are usually traceable to a faulty 
emotional climate in the home or a lack of emotional maturity 


there.” 


It seems to me that with all the study going on we will lick the | 


problem. I know of no one doing more for it than the Alcoholics 
Anonymous. They have to deal with drunks who are suffering 
from hangovers and think they want to quit. They have to deal 
‘with wives and husbands dragged there by their angry mates. 
With these there isn’t much that can be done. But with the man 


or woman who at last has reached the intelligent comprehension of |

Be Lighter Types? 


My visitor had seen some magazine illustra- 

ee tions of those small imported English cars. She 

we said she was rather sold on the idea. Her 
family car is in the heavier category, even for American Cars, 
and, while admitting a heavy car was better on the highways, she 
said she felt she’d be happier with a light model for driving around 


town.

such small, low-powered cars is because of their taxes.”

generating not more than 10-norsepower or so. Its top speed was 
about 40 miles pe: hour. but, by use of the lower gears it would 
climb any hiil aud it would take you, comfortably enough, any- 
where you wanted to go ‘They have some steep grades on English 
rural highways, too. And rough paving. 

The gas—or petrol—tank on tnat car had a capacity of two gal- 
lons only, but it got 50 miles to the gallon. There was an auxiliary 
tank, or can, fixed on the running board, which held another two 
gallons to be resorted to if needed. 


Heavy trucks, or, in English equivalent, Jor- 
Steam Trucks ries, were a common sight on the roads, pow- 
ered by steam motors, the steam generated from coal burning en- 
—, Each with a tall, thin smokestack from which the coal smoke 
poured. 

Big passenger trucks, or open buses, were common on the roads, 
too, filled with people on sight-seeing tours. No tops, just open to 
the air, and if it rained it was just too bad. 

Again, because of the horsepower tax, motorcycles were very 
popular vehicles. A man could go anywhere on a good motorbike, 
with a motor of not more than two-horsepower and, consequently, 
very low tax. 

And this had calied for the development of elaborate sidecars. 
You’d frequently see an entire family of four or five roaring along 
the road on a mv‘orcycle Dad in the driver’s seat, mother in the 
sidecar with one or two children in little seats in front of her and 
another youngster, perhaps, perched behind dad. 

Also, for such easy trips as a shopping visit to the grocer and 
meat market and so forth, the bicycle is very popular in England. 
You see whole dr¢ ves of women, from young girls to grandmothers, 
pedaling to the shopping centers. 

Since our conversation about these lighter cars, I’ve been wom 
dering if, because of threatened scarcity of gasoline, because of 
mounting costs of cars and of car-operation, the day of the smaller, 
aighter, less costly to run, cars may not be coming in this country.

A handful 
of men, instead, would decide for them. 

The electors, of course, would be within their 
legal rights, though for over a century the 
electoral college has been a dead letter in fact. 
The electors, with a few rare exceptions, have 
automatically cast their votes at the perfunc- 
tory meeting here every four years in December 
for the candidate who got a majority in the 
State. 

This year all electors in Alabama, Missis- 
sippi and South Carolina as well as four out of 
eight in Florida and three out of 10 in Tennes- 
see are pledged in advance not to vote for 


President Truman so that the people in a wide 
area have been deprived of the right to vote 
for him. Now Louisiana joins this procession 
with a slightly different method of achieving 
the same undemocratic result. 


Committees of conventions in other States 
are acting in the next few days, so that the 
technique may be extended even more widely. 
Meanwhile some activity is going on in some 
States where the Truman-Barkley ticket has 
been barred to get electors for them on the 
ballot so that those who choose may vote for 
the regular nominees of their Party. Both the 
Democratic and Fourth Party tickets should be 
on the ballot to permit a choice. As well stated 
by William J. Primm, Jr., assistant to Demo- 
cratic National Chairman J. Howard McGrath: 


“The Dixiecrats have «very right to form 
a new party, but the tactics they are em- 
ploying in taking over the Democratic Party 
machinery in some States and thereby de- 
priving the people of those States of a free 
ballot is deplorable. Such methods are 
flagrantly dishonest and fraudulent.” 


The whole Southern episode is equally il- 
luminating as to how special interests can cor- 
rupt the Electoral College system through their 
powerful influence in State political machines. 
It is no secret that such interests have directed 
the present “revolt” in the South, exploiting 
for their own selfish purposes the antagonism 
to the civil rights program. It began months ago 
in Mississippi and Alabama, came to a climax 
in the Birmingham meeting where the fourth 
party was created and the necessary political 
machinery set up, and is being carried forward 
by nullifying the basic right of free suffrage 
and decreeing a “ja” vote—or whatever is the 
Russian equivalent—for its political instruments. 
Such interests still are afraid of the people, as 
were the Nazis and as are the Communists.

WESTBROOK PEGLER 


Political Extortion Nothing New 


NEW YORK—Mournful witnesses testified before committees of the House of Representatives last 
week regarding the power of the Fur and Leather Workers’ Union of the CIO to extort from non- 
Communist workers and from employers, as well, contributions to Communist campaign funds and 


subscriptions to Communist publications. 


This is nothing new but the admission that it is true comes as an important concession from 


employers in the fur and leather industry. These 
gentlemen, as a group, were enthusiastic sup- 
porters of Franklin D. Roosevelt and no element 
of our people resented more angrily all evidence 
that he had created conditions which might force 
American citizens to finance and otherwise sup- 
port forces which are hostile to the United States, 
During part of his reign, the hostility of the Rus- 
sian Government to this country was not as frank 
as it has been since VE Day, but there was no 
excuse for any intelligent man to say that the 
enmity had been abandoned or even watered 
down. Anyone who could read could see that 
there was an irreconcilable cause of war be- 
tween our country and Soviet Russia. All that 
anyone could possibly offer as an excuse for 
dreaming that the Kremlin had become nice was 
a fatuous faith in Roosevelt. Of course, people 
have a right to be fools over insincere heroes, but 
some of these idolators went beyond reasonable 
length. They tried to browbeat wiser citizens 
who saw through Roosevelt and proved, by analy- 
sis, that his Wagner Act, the awful fraud called 
by the leering name of labor’s magna charta, 
did cootain a license for Communists to finance 
and organize treason and for racketeers to plague 
labor and commerce—and that this was being 
done flagrantly.

To be sure, during most of his reign, 
Roosevelt callously exploited the emotions 
of sincere citizens whose relatives in Ger- 
many were suffering ghastly persecution and 
many of them were engaged in the fur and 
leather industries. Their judgment was out 
of focus. To find fault with Roosevelt was 
to hamper a savior, who could do no willful 
wrong. And thus honest persons who had 
coldly analyzed his miscalled labor policy 
had to endure, with courage and patience, a 
false, and, in some cases, financially ruin- 
ous propaganda. The Communists, in their 
many guises, in New York and Washington, 
joined in this hateful silent boycott and 
smear. Some cheap and obvious opportunists 
also houpped in to injure business rivals by 
accusing them of bigotry. John T. Flynn 
and other good Americans who were smeared 
and suffered damage as anti-Semites deserve 
apologies today. 


Long ago, using the Newspaper Guild and its 
constitution as examples, I demonstrated that the 
Wagner Act knowingly conferred on a small mi- 
nority of a given “bargaining unit” the power to 
finance Co:mmunistic projects and punish un- 
bearably all loyal citizens who resisted.

Guild at that time even had a trap in its consti-

Now spread the cut edges 
of the banana halves lightly 
with currant jelly and then press 
them together again. Then slice 
each banana across in rounds 
and place the round slices in 
overlapping rows on the salad 
platter. 


Leave room at the back of 
the platter for a good-sized 
mound of cottage cheese which 
you can top with sparkling jelly 
for both color and _ flavor.
